G.S.R. 707(E).—Whereas the draft of certain 
regulation further to amend the Mines Rules, 1955 
was published as required by sub-section ( 1 ) of 
section 59 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), 
in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part-11, sec¬ 
tion 3, sub—section (i), dated the 24th May, 1988, 
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under the Notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Labour No. O.S.R. 643(E) 
dated the 24th May, 1988, inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, till the expiry of a period of three months 
from the date of publication of the said Notifi¬ 
cation in the Oilicial Gazette; 

And, whereas, the said Gazette was made avail¬ 
able to the public on the 21st June, 1988; 

And, whereas, the objections and suggestions re¬ 
ceived from the public on the said draft have been 
considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Section 58 of the said Act, the Central 
Government, after referring the said draft to the 
Committee constituted under the said Act and 
after giving it a reasonable opportunity of reporting 
as to the expediency of making of the said regula¬ 
tions and as to the suitability thereof as required 
by Sub-sction (4) of Section 59 of the said Act, 
hereby makes the following rules, further to amend 
the Mines Rules, 1955, namely .— 

1. These rule may be called the Mines (Am- 
endmend) Rules, 1989. 

2. In rule 29B of the Mines Rules, 1955 (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the said rules) after clause 
(b) the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“Provided that, for the persons who are cn- 
g'agd in the process of mining or milling of asbe- 
tos ore, periodic medical examination shall be done 
at least once in every twelve months and every such 
examination shall include all the tests specified in 
Form ‘P’ of the First Schedule except the X-ray 
examination, which shall be caricd out once in 
ev'ery three years : 

Provided further that the periodic medical 
examination or the X-rav examination or 
both, shall be conducted at more fre¬ 
quent intervals if the examining authority 
deems it necessary' to confirm a suspected 
case of a dust-related disease.” 

3. In sub-rule (1) of rule 29G of the sa’d rules, 

(i) after the words “All medical certificates", 
the words, “including all medical exa- 
miniation records with medical history 
and job details to depict the occupational 
dust exposure profiles,” shall be inserted-, 
and

(ii) for the words “five years”, the words 
“ten years” shall be substituted. 

4. In the First Schedule to the said rules. 

(i) In Form P, in clause (b) of serial No. 7 
for the words, “An X-ray examination 
should be made and if. “the words” A 
full wed postero-anterior chest radio¬ 
graph (large enough to include thoracic 
inlet and both costophrenic angles) ob¬ 
tained by an X-ray machine of at least 
300mA (Milli-Ampere) strength shall be 
evaluated in the manner specified by the 
Chief Inspector and Lung function tests 
(spirometry) to record forced vital capa¬ 
city (FVC) and forced expiratory volume 
in one second (FEVI) shall be made. 
There should not be any evidence of 
active pulmonary disease. If” shall be 
substituted. 


(ii) In Form P-1, in clause (b) of serial No. 
for the words, "An X-ray examina¬ 
tion” the words “A full sized postero- 
anterior chest radiograph (large enough 
to include thoracic inlet and both costo¬ 
phrenic angles) obtained by an X-ray 

machine of atleast 300mA strength shall 
be evaluated in the manner scpcilicd by 
the Chief Inspector and Lung function 
test (spirometry) to record forced vital 
capacity (FVC) and forced expiratory 

volume in one second (EFVT)” shall be 
substituted.
